The  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  District 


1.  Laboratory  Facilities 

This  work  is  now  done  at  the  PubUc  Health  Laboratory,  Middlesbrough,  only  the 
biological  test  for  tuberculous  milk  being  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Northallerton. 


2.  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 

With  certain  exceptions  the  Guisborough  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  exercises  the  functions  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  supervising  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  services  provided  under  this  Act. 
The  Committee  met  every  two  months.  It  is  composed  of  members  of  the  County  Council, 
of  the  three  District  Councils  of  Guisborough,  Skelton  and  Brotton,  and  Loftus,  and  of 
certain  co-opted  members.  Among  the  services  administered  are  the  following: — 

Domestic  Help  Service  Home  Nursing 

Prevention  of  illness : Care  and  After  Care  Health  Visiting 
Ambulance  Service  iVlidwifery 

Vaccination  and  Immunization  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

3.  Guisborough  Area  Voluntary  Care  Committee 

I would  like  to  record  the  work  done  by  this  Body  for  the  welfare  of  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  and  other  illnesses.  Enquiries  and  requests  for  assistance  may  be  made 
to  the  Honorary  Secretary,  District  Health  Office,  Park  Lane,  Guisborough  (Telephone:

There  are  37  premises  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream. 
These  were  inspected  regularly;  31  samples  were  taken  and  conveyed  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Middlesbrough,  under  approved  conditions  and  submitted  to  the 
iVlethylene  Blue  Test.  Of  those,  30  samples  were  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory.  In 
the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  sample  advice  was  given  to  the  supplier  regarding  sterilization 
and  cleanliness. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  has  been  reported. 

Bakehouses 

There  is  one  bakehouse.  6 inspections  and  visits  were  made  and  no  defects  found.

280  pounds  of  meat  were  voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  75  tins  of  canned  food  weighing  187  pounds.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

With  the  exception  of  outlying  farms  and  villages,  the  District  is  served  by  public 
sewers  discharging  into  various  sewage  disposal  works,  with  the  sewers  of  the  Wilton 
parish  discharging  into  the  sewers  of  Eston  Urban  District  Council. 

Normal  extensions  to  the  sewerage  system  in  the  District  has  taken  place  in  connection 
with  private  house  development. 

638  inspections  were  made  to  old  and  new  drainage  systems,  569  tests  being  made  to 
new  sewers  and  drainage  systems. 

288  choked  drainage  systems  and  sewers  were  cleared  during  the  year. 


Closet  Accommodation 

45  sanitary^  pan  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets. 

The  whole  of  Guisborough  is  now  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

24  houses  at  Mount  Pleasant,  Guisborough  and  the  whole  of  Upleatham  Village 
require  conversion.  The  tenders  for  construction  of  sewer  and  sewage  works  in  both 
places  have  been  accepted  and  the  work  is  awaiting  commencement  by  the  constructors. 
Several  properties  in  Yearby  Village  still  require  conversion,  the  work  being  delayed 
owing  to  the  lack  of  adequate  sewage  disposal  facilities.  Eston  U.D.C.’s  main  trunk  sewer 
was  completed  during  the  year  and  the  conversion  of  approximately  43  houses  and  farms 
in  South  Lackenby  was  commenced. 

1 1 2 water  closets  were  provided  for  new  buildings  in  Guisborough  during  the  year. 
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Public  Cleansing  (Refuse  and  Disposal) 

A weeldy  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  maintained  throughout  the  District. 
Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 


Smoke  Abatement 

No  complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  were  received  during  the  year. 


Rodent  Control 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  sewers  were  treated  twice  in  accordance  with  the 
technique  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Routine 
surveys  have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  farms,  business  premises,  dwelling- 
houses,  etc.  and  at  the  year  end  47  houses,  and  10  other  premises,  including  business 
premises,  had  been  treated.  The  poison  used  has  been  ‘Warfarin’  which  gives  very  good 
results  and  is  used  to  deal  with  almost  every  infestation. 


Caravan  Sites 

There  are  6 licensed  sites.  These  were  inspected  on  19  occasions.
